Charges Threatened Against Snperin- 
tendent Long—A Matter That Should 
Be Investigated by the 
School Board. 


A great ceal of interest has been felt through- 
outthe city in the election of a Superinten- 
dent ofthe Public Schools, for which impor- 
tant and responsible position there were two 
well-known candidates, Mr. Long, the pres- 
entincumbent, and Mr. A.J. Caldwell, the 
principal of the Stoddard School on Twenty- 
eighth and Lucas avenue. These two gentle- 
man made the race a year ago when Mr. Har- 
ris resigned the office and Mr. Long was elected. 


Mr. Caldwell regarded his defeat as only a 
temporary one, and almost simuitaneously with 
it he began laying the wires forthe next elec- 
tion. Inthis he was so success{al that yesterday 
morning sixteen of the twenty-eight nembers 
of the Board were pledged to vote for him. 
When the Board met in the evening, however, 
Mr. Long was unanimously re-elected. How 
such a remarkable change of opinion was ef- 
fected in six hours is a question which natur- 
Ally is a proper news matter. 

Inguiry intothe case was met at first with 
hinted inuendos that Mr. Caldwell’s charac- 
ter and record would not bear scratiny, but 
for some time no definite charge was mile. 
Members of the School Board and others au 
fait in schoo) politics advised strongly that the 
matter be dropped utterly, saying that Mr. 
Cauldwell would never run for Superintendent 
again and that he might as weil be 
let alone where he was. To the 
question if a man has such an immoral record 
that he is not fit to be superintendent, or how 
much more virtuous should a superintendent 
bethana principal? The only answer return- 
ed was that no information could be given. 
At last the reporter was referred toa gentle- 
man who is very well known in 
this city and whose statements gath- 
er additional weight from mis well 
known character, who after a great deal 
of pressingtold the fqllowing story: It is an 
ola story,” said he, and one which I fordéne 
would never have brought up, had it not been 
necessary to keep this man out of a position 
where he would have the power to do a great 
deal of harm.

Have not time 
to tell you how come me here and they wouldn’t 
permit me to say anything about that, so I 
wil] just say I will die in a few minutes. So 
good bye. May God take care of you and my 
little children. Kissthem for me. My name 
is Aaron Scott. I live near Little Rock, Ar- 
kansas.

McCULLOUGH IN LONDON. 


First Night of Virginius“ at Drury 
Lave Tbheater—An Unqualified Suc- 
cess. 

Special Cor. of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 26.—Great interest had 
been for sometime felt in the first 
appearance of Mr. John McCullough 
at un London theater. This was en- 
hanced by the visit of several distinguished 
Trans-Atlantic artists during the last few 
years, more particularly that of Mr. Edwin 
Booth. While it was known that the last 
mentioned actor represented the great school 
of Kean, it was understood that in Mr. Me- 
Cullough we should havea disciple of Ed- 
win Forrest. The public curiosity was satis- 
tied lastnight when Mr. McCullough made 
his bow at Drury Lane in the arduous and 
interesting part of Virginius in the great 
tragedy of that name. There was a 
brillisut audience, one of those first 
night gatherings which represent the cul- 
ture aud theatrical taste of this great metrop— 
olis. The aristocracy were represented by 
that popular nobieman the Duke of Beaufort, 
by Lord Headly and Lord and Lady Mande- 
ville. But for the re-opening of Parliament 
after the Easter recess, on the same night, 
Lord Dunraven, Mr. Justice McCarthy, M. 
., and several well-known legislators would 
also have been present. Mr. Mackay, the 
Ametican millionaire, Mr. Lawrence Jerome 
and Mr. William Florence came all the way 
from Paris to assist in giving their friend 
Mr. McCullough a London welcome. In the 
stalls of the theater were the leading critics of 
the grest prpers, many well-known habitures 
of the National Theater, some distinguished 
actors, and other citizens and Americans of 
note, including Mr. Lowell, the American 
Minister, and Mr. Edwin Booth. 

In these days when the general pub- 
lic (and the general public was 
largely represented in both the pit 
and gallery of Drury Lane) is accustomed 
to be fed upon spectaele and sensation, when 
a Wild melodrama like“ The World,” with its 
man traps in the shape of hotel lifts and its 
rafts of drowning men at seahas stirred the 
morbid sentiments of the public for many 
weeks, it is a courageous thing to compete for 
their favor with a classic tragedy such as 
**Virginius.’’. The work itself has not for 
many vears held the English stage, chiefly it 
may be that no actor of the necessary 
physique and strength has been found to 
portray the leading part and maintain the 
vrvandeur of the dramatic conception which 
so greatly affected Mr. Macready when the 
tragedy was first placed in his hands. There 
was, therefore, atleast some noveltvin the 
tragedv with which Mr. MceCullouch 
opened his Drury Lane engagement in 
spite of the very general idea t int 
*“Virginius” was a heavy and on the whole 
unsatisfactory play. The chief novelty, 
apart from his being a stranger with a great 
American reputation, Was in the iinpersona- 
ticn ot Mr. MeCullough himself. Never has 
m finer or more impressive Virginius been 
cen on the English stage. 

Mr. MeCullougt, is he entered in his mod st, 
unassuming fashion to take up his pert of the 
story in the first act, looked every inch a 
Reman. The audience recognised the perfec- 
tien of bis appearanee and gave him as hearty 
Welcome as any actor could possibly desire. 
When the action of the story began and they 
heard the varied, deep and musical tones of 
Mr. MeCuliough’s voice, noticed the calm 
cdignuamy of bis gait, the picturesqueness of his 
attitudes and the stroug grip with which he 
tukes bolc of the tragic narrative, thev lost no 
opportunity of giving him to understand that 
their best anticipations had been realised. 

It is not necessary that I should enter upon 
any detailed or even general criticism of Mr. 
McCuliough’s Virginius. His impersonation 
ix familiar to the play-goers of the United 
States; it bas done much to establish his rep- 
utation; it has placed bim lu the foremost rank 
ofthe great English-speaking actors of the 
day. Lopcon indorsed last night the high 
opinion of America. The critios in the morn- 
ing anc evebing papers of to-day are unani- 
mous in pronouncing it a great and remarka- 
bie performance. it Was not to be expected 
that.backed by thesplendid traditions of Dru- 
ry Lane, they should allow him to pass 

vitbout strict criticism. Just as Mr. Booth 

was judged by the very highest critacal cun— 
ons, so has Mr. McCullough been subjected to 
the same ordeal; but in each case there has 
throughout been noticeable a sympathetic 
fecling towards the great country whose art 
they represent, and towards two great actors 
who may be sald to contiaue 
the old English traditions. Some 
of the leading critics have yet to pronounce 
their opinion, but to-day we have sutticient 
indication of What that record is to be. The 
Daily Telegrapb, which boasis the largest 
circulation in the world and is celebrated for 
its britliant and effective theatrical criticism, 
prouounces Mr. McCullough’s Virginius to 
be the best known impersonation of the 
fonman father. Xeritical notice, tbe report 
isone Of which Mr. McCullough and his 
fiends may well feel proud. “When,” says 
the Daily Telegraph, „once the tragedian 
varmed thoroughly to his work, pulled out 
the steps of his splendid voice, trod the old 

foards of Drury Lane with a stateliness and a 

dignity to which this Weak and half-hearted 

e is unsecustomed, filled the stave with 

his prescnce, and suggested to us what the 

tragedy of anothertime might have resem- 

„ed, then the cheers rained down upon him, 

and the stranger was made at home, with 

Calls and congratulations again and again re- 

peated. Mr. John McCullough met with no 

half-hearted or suspicious Zreeting. He 
came, he was seen, and he conquered.” 

The Daily News, an organ noted for the se- 
vere honesty of its theatrical criticism, speaks 
in less enthusiastic tones than this and with 
some little qualifications, but speaks with no 
hesitation as to the pitch of grandeur to which 
Mr. McCullough rose in the more moving and 
exciting passages of the travedy. Mr. Me- 
Cullough was evidentlv nervous, as well he 
might be, and, unaccustomed to the theater 
he had not properly gauged its acoustic pecu- 
liarities. Ile therefore occasionally, in some 
of the tender scenes With Virginia allowed his 
voice to modulate into tones that were a lit- 
tle too lou to command the veneral gar of 
the auditorium, This is noticed by the Daily 
News and the Telegraph, but in no hyper- 
critical spirit, rather in the way of fricudlyy 
Warning and advise than otherwise, } 

The Globe, in a warm and cordial endorse- 
ment of the new actor’s manner and method, 
says: The signs of approval which he re- 
ecived procecded from no clique of admirers, 
but rang cordially forth from all parts of the 
house.“ The best feature, the Globe thinks, 
in his performance during the earlier scenes 
of the tragedy was a species of playfulness, 
which is a natural outcome of love for his 
dlaughter and contentment in the bright 
future apparently in store for her. When 
the tide of passion Was stirred Mr. MeCul- 
lough, though still self-contained, showed 
the value of his powers and the worth of his 
treining, und the great scene in the forum in 
whith the immolation of his daughter was 
sceemplished was something to be remem- 
„red., The point then reached was main- 
ned through the concluding scenes of mad- | 


ness, and the struggling of Appius Claudius 
duced a strong effect. The Evenin: 
ndard« is rather nclined, to dwe 

ore upon what it regards as the Snortcont 
af the actor, and the tragedy itself, n 
upon the beauties of the performance. Nev- 
ertheless, the critic does not fail to do justice 
to what he’regards as the counter-halancing 
metits ofthe actor. re were,’’ he says, 
“striking points in Mr. “‘McCullough’s inter- 
pretation. The contrast between the high- 
minded patriotism of the soldier and the ten- 
derness of the father was effectively shown, 
and in the great scene where Virginius kills 
his daughter to save her from the fate which 
awaits her, the actor was impressive, if not 
affecting.“ The critic shows that he has been 
reading with great care the history of the 

lay and Mr. Macready’s diary in reference to 
ft. FO that he is in a posi- 
tion to allude to the fatal stab in 
Macready’s impersonation as something 
more terrific than tbat of McCullough. But, 
at the same time, with an evident desire to be 
honest, after giving for this scene the palm to 
Macready, he says: Better, however, in 
Mr. McCullough’s representation, was the 
abstraction of the madness of Virginius after 
the deed has been accomplished in the forum. 
Here the wandering wind was illustrated 
with singular and powerful truth, and the 
act was made to sustain a tension which it 
could not have done inthe hands of an in- 
ferior artist.” 

I have dwelt somewhat upon these repre- 
sentative notices of the critics so far in order 
that, while conveying to you an juterpreta- 
tion of the opinion of the public, I may give 
you from the representatives themselves the 

rinted critical opinions of the metropolis. 

‘or it may be taken for granted that 
these, the earliest notices, are fair 
examples of those which are to come. It 
will be seen therefore that Mr. McCullough 
has made n ot only a deep impression upon 
the press, but has elicited the most enthusi- 
astic demonstrations of approval from the 
public. Ihave been present at most of the 
greut first nights of new plays and first ap- 
pearances of new actors in this city for many 
years and have never seen an artist better re- 
ceived at the commencement of a piece, nor 
more warmly indorsed at its conclusion than 
Mr. McCullough in Virginius“ last night. 
The house was crowded in all 4 from the 
roval box to the highest gallery seat, and 
there was in every round of applause and ev- 
ery ery of Bravo!“ a perfect unanimity of 
opinion. Mr. McCullough was called before 
the curtain at the end of every act and cheer- 
ed heartily. Atthe end of the third act he 
was called twice, at the endof the fourth he 
was called three times, and the house remain- 
ed en masse until the curtain fell upon the last 
scene, after which it redemanded his appear- 
ance and sent him to his dressing room with 
the sound of their applauding hands in his 
ears. 

The tragedy was beautifully mounted and 
most tastefully dressed. The scenery Was 
new, painted by Julian Hicks and Henry E.n- 
den, the mise-en-scene by Mr. Augustus 
Harris. The forum was splendidly realized, 
and the mountain pass in Act III. was a glor- 
ious stage picture. The management had 
been eminently successful in drilling the 
crowds of citizens and soldiers who take se 
prominent a part in the development and 
iljustration of the tragic storv. So faras the 
company goesit may not besaid that Mr. 
MeCullough’s support Was altovether satis- 
factory, but with thirty or forty thesters 
continually open in London responsible and 
capable actors are spread over a large area, 
and it is most difficult to form «a satisfactory 
company in one house for classic plays, more 
particularly when engagements are offered 
fora short season. Miss Lydia Cowell played 
Virginia: she fooked the part but failed 
through lack of svmp thy to assist the pathos 
of the more tender series of the drama. Mr. 
Augustus Harris was Icilius; he is an earnest 
but inexpericnced young actor; he will do 
better ut some future day, but 
on this occasion he certamly failel to 
lend sufficient dignity and manliness to the 
rallaunrt young soldier which Sheridan huowles 
conceived. Mrs. Stirling Was eminently 
satisfactory as Servig. Mr. John Ryder was 
a tine Dentatus, Mr. J. H. Barnes payed 
Appius Claudius with a certain amount of 
power, but the other characters fell more or 
less short of the requirements of their several 
parts. At the same time on the whole the 
representation must be considered satisfac. 
tory, and there is every reason to believe that 
Mr. McCwlough’s season at Drury Lane will 
continue to the end the vreat success which 
inaugurated it last night.

A Great Dairy Farm Enterprise. 
Otiawa (May) Dispatch to Toronto Glove. 

The extensive cheese exporter, Mr. George 
Morton of Kingston, is at present in the 
citv. He bas had several interviews with 
the Governor-General and members of the 
(i binet pertaining to matters in connection 
with his Northwest coloniz ition scheme. ILis 
intentions are to form a company with a 
paid up capital of 800,000; to fence 224 
lams Of 160 acres each: to break up forty 
acres on each farm: build a good house and 
stock each lot with thirty milch cows. All 
these farms are to be served by a narrow 
gauge railroad (two fect wide), with a station 
at every farmer’s door. ‘The railway is 
to be thirty-three and one-balf miles in 
length with fifty-six stations. It is intended 
to collect the milk twice daily forsix months 
or longer, and to raise the calves instead of 
deaconing them, as practiced in dairy dis- 
tricts in America,andto build an immense 
chee se and Lutter{factory for manufacturing 
chedder, stiltom and gruyere cheese from the 
produce of 6,700 cows. This scheme will be 
of great advantage to poor men having fami- 
lies, Who can milk stock, thus saving the oth- 
erwise necessary outlay of labar. It will 
doubtiess cause a stir in the cheese produc- 
ing communities of America and Great Bri- 
tain. Connected with this scheme 75,000 
aeres of a rauche for feeding steers are re- 
quired and are expected to be leased from 
the Government,

Rync ers is old and poor, and whatever may 
have been bis crimes, his case now only 
awakens sympathy.

' BEACONSFIELD’S guNERAL. 


Scenes and Incidents—‘ Tributes of 
the Royal ily. 
London Letter to New York Tribune. 

An amusing incident took place in connec- 
tion with the arrival of the guests. The Earl 
of Derby and Eari Stanhope took it into their 
heads to walk the two miles from Wycombe 
to Hughenden. On arriving at the gates, 
however, they were stopped by the rustic 
policeman, who disputed their identity, re- 
iusing to believe that such genteel persons 
would come on foot. During the few min- 
utes tospare before the departure for the 
churchyard, the guests ran over the rooms of 
the mansion and examined the portraits of 
the late Earl’s public friends, the library and 
the small study, where the late statesman 
transacted his business, were min- 
utely examined, and then the strang- 
ers went out on to the terrace where 
he walked in the morning sun and en- 
joyed the splendid view of Wycombe Town 
and vale, Which lay out like a map before 
him. Outside the steady black stream of 
country folks and town visitors creeping up 
the park had grown to a concourse of several 
thousand yee who pressed round the 
churchyard and along the sloping path from 
the Manor. The crowd was orderly and duly 
réspectful. The decorum was disturbed only 
by two incidents: when a number. of boys 
clambering up the trees to get a better view 
startled some squirrels and drove them over 
the heads of the people; and again when the 
First Bucks-Volunteers were forming into 
N to line the way from the Manor 
douse to the churchyard. These rustic sol- 
diers and their officers, not over well 
disciplined at the best, were confused 
by the duty which they had undertaken to 
perform. They either marched too far to fall 
into line, or halted too soon; but before two 
unbroken ranks could be formed there was 
an ordering and countermanding hardly 
creditable to the British auxiliary force. The 
yresence of the volunteers was superfiuous. 

‘be division of well-drilled metropolitan 
police which went down was amply sufticient 
to maintain order, and if any military show 
had been desired, it would, as some bystand- 
ers observed, have been better to have gone 
tothe Abbey, where the Horse and Foot 
Guard would have made a grander show than 
the Buckinghomshire Fencibles. 

A striking feature of the crowd within and 
Without the churchyard was the great num- 
ber of clergymen of the Chureh of England. 
By their appearance they seemed to be mostly 
country parsons. and it would scarcely be 
possible to account for their presence in such 
numbers were it not for the fact that in one 
case at least a clerical admirer had walked 
across the street to Hughenden and back, a 
distance of forty miles. 

The royal and distinguished mourners ar- 
rived at the Manor House after 3 o’clock, 
where everything was in readiness for them. 
Prince Leopold, who personally represented 
the Queen, laid on the bier a wreath 
of primroses and wild flowers gathered 
in the Isle of Wight that morning, and 
bearing a card with the following inscription 
in her Majesty's handwriting: His favorite 
flowers; from Osborne, a tribute of affection 
and regret from Queen Victoria.“ The 
Queen also sent another wreath of everlast- 
ing flowers and bay leaves. At the ends of 
the white satin bow with which it was tied 
were embroidered in gold, on one side the 
words“ From Queen Victoria,’ and on the 
other“ A mark of true affection, friendship 
and recret.’*’ Two wreaths denoting “tri- 
bates of friendsbip and affection’’ were laid 
on the bier by the Prince of Wales, one being 
irom himself and the other from the Princess. 
The Duke of Connaught brought a wreath 
from the Duchess. Prince Leopold also laid 
a Wreath on the cot u as OS 
mark of friendsbip and respect from 
Leopold,“ and one from bis sister inscribed 
„& mark of respect from Beatrice.“ Other 
members of the royal family sent wreaths 
Which were taken charge of by the officers 
and genticmen representing them. The dis- 
tinzuished visitors arrived about the same 
time as the princes. There was a good deal 
of disappointment at the non-appeurance of 
Mr. Gladstone. He had been generally ex- 
pected, and the 1:20 special train was delay- 
ed for him. Why he did not come no one 
knows, aud his xdversaries are busy circulat- 
ing stories Which may or not be true, but 
Which are not flattering to the Premier. It 
may be that the cold wet morning induced 
him, in his delicate health, to remain at 
home; but so far no explanation has been of- 
fered, except a sort of officious note in the 
newspapers that he had not accepted an in- 
Vitation to the funeral, but merely acknowl- 
edged the invitatiou. 


ELEVATED RAILWAYS. 


What They Have Done and Are Doing 
tor New York. 
N. V. Letter to Buffalo Courier. 

The L road is one of the greatest improve- 
ments of the day, and yet there are those to 
whomits success has been fatal. The late 
John Patten was an instance of this kind. 
He owned the Pacific Hotel, and was de- 
termined that the road should not pass his 
property. To prevent this he engaged in cost- 
ly litigation, and at one time had prospcct of 
success. He obtained an injunction, and was 
so eluted that he told ne that he advised the 
neighbors to unite and pull the thing down, 
and then by “injunction’’ prevent its recon- 
struction. The company. however, appealed 
the case, and the injunction was dissolved. 
When the unfortunate man heard 
of his defeat, and also learn- 
ed that the road would be 
immediately built, he replied that he woukl 
not live to sce it. This proved too true. He 
took to his bed and died of a disease produc- 
ed by nervous distress. A similar case is 
that of the late Dr Curo, who was one of the 
unfortunate property holders in Fifty-third 
street. These owners suffer severely from 
the damage inflicted by the L road, and hence 
they unitedin an antagonistic effort. Dr. 
Caro owned two bouses worth 360,000 and 
was the leaders of the movement. After a 
highly expensive litigation the road triumph- 
ed. Dr. Caro’s houses, which were once 
rented each for $3,000 a year, were reduced to 
one-quarter that amount, and the general 
distress into Which he was thrown caused his 
death. A numberof less important cases 
might be mentioned to show how private in- 
Mviduals occasionally perish before the grand 
march of progress. 

The L road, while triumpuant over the 
rights of private citizens, occasionally meets 
u severe defeat, an instance of which is found 
in the recent decision of the tax commission- 
ers. The latter had been requested to relieve 
the road of all taxes, inasmuch as itis entire- 
ly unremunerative. The answer is put in 
the most adroit manner, and the directors of 
the road are in the condition of **the engineer 
hoist by his own petard.” They have been 
told that the assessment was due to theér own 
statement, and if the latter be false they must 
abide the consequences. They have been pay- 
ing dividends ever since the road went 
into operation at the rate of 10 
per cent per anniam, this being 
done, us they admit, to keep up the quota- 
tions. The result of this fraud is not only a 
damaging exposure, but also the obligation 
to pay a beavy bill of taxes which might have 
been escaped. Will the time never arrive 
when men will realize that honesty is the best 
policy’ Speaking of the L roads, it is a matter 
of notice that the passengers are almost ex- 
Gusively in the fullness of health and activ- 
ity. Experience, indeed, has proved that 
this is no way for invalids or old people or 
nurses with children to travel. In addition 
to the ascent (which is nearly forty steps) the 
brevity of the stops and the rusb of the 
wowds require full strength and ¥Viwilance. 
You will find the feebler class of travelers in 
the surfice roads.

rHE ORANG-OUTANG. 


An Account of the Almost Human In- 
habitants of Borneo. 
Prof. Horraday. 

In Borneo the orang-outang inhabits that 
wide belt of low, forest-covered swamp 
Which lies between the sea coast and the 
mountain ranges of the interior, extending 
entirely around the western half of the 
island. 

During the fruit season, from the middle 


of January to May 1, the fruit of the orang is. 


the durion, mougastech and rambuton. Dur- 
ing the hot months of May, June and July, 
they retire far into the depths of the forests 
and are extremely difficult to tind. But dur- 
ing the season of heavy rains, from August 
to November, when the forests are flooded, 
the orangs are found inthe vicinity of the 
rivers. 

The nest of the orang consists of a quan- 
tity of leafy branches broken off and piled 
loosely into the fork ofatree. He usually 
selects a sapling and builds his nest in its top 
even though his weight causes it to swav 
alarmingly. He often builds his nest within 
twenty-five fectofthe ground, and seldom 
higher than forty feet. Sometimes it is fully 
three feet in diameter, but usually not more 
than two, and quite flat on the top. There 
is no Weaving together of branches. In short, 
the orang builds anest precisely asa man 
would build one for himself were he obliged 
to pass the night in a tree-top, and had noth- 
ing to cut branches with. 

Upon this leafy platform the orang lies 
prove upon bis back, with bis long arms and 
short thick legs thrust outward and upward, 
firmly rasping while hesleeps the nearest 
large branches within his reach. He never 
uses a nest after the leaves become withered 
and dry, and no doubt because the bare 
branches are not comfortable to lie upon. 

The wnimals are most numerous along the 
Simujan River near its source. The manner 
usuaily adopted in hunting them is to make 
trips up and down the river ina boat, pad- 
dling slowly and silently along, keeping a care- 
ful lookout. As soon as the orang is tired at, 
if not killed at once, he begins climbing away 
with all haste. 

The orang may be safely considered the 
most helplees of all quadrumana. 

Owing tothe great weight of their bodies 
and the peculiar structure of their hands they 
can not run nimbly along even the largest 
branches, and never dare to spring from one 
tree tothe next. The weight of the adult 
male ranges from one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and sixty pounds, Owing to 
the disproportionate shortness of his legs his 
progress depends mainly upon his long, sin- 
ewy arms, and very often he goes swinging 
through a trec-top by their aid alone. Upon 
the ground cnrangs are the piéture of the 
most abject li: iplessness, and in their native 
forest they are very seldom known to descend 
to the earth. They are aitterly incapable of 
standing fully erect without touching the 
ground with their bands, and for them to be 
represented in drawings and museums us 
standing erect is contrary to nature. 


Belief in Clairvoyance.

STAR ROUTE SWINDLING. 


The Modus Operandi of the Business— 
Downright Robbery Explained. 
Wasbington Special to Cincinnati Commerciad. 


The New York Times to-day has eleven 
columns devoted to the Star Route frauds, 

ving details of several routes which have 

eretofore been givenina general way, and 
also much testimony from the investigation a 
year and a half ago. The Times says: Itisa 
remarkable fact that most of the notorious 
routes are advertised for less service than has 
been existence inthe preceding term. For 
example, a contractor has been making three 
trips per week upon his route. When the 
time comes for advertising it, bidders are in- 
vited to give the price for which they will 
make onlv one trip per week overit. A ring 
favorite puts in the lowest bid, and very soon 
the service is raised to the old figures, or to 
higher ones. But if some outsider chances 
to put in the correct bid, thinking that 
an inerease must soon be made and 
that he will in that way save himself, he finds 
that bis confidence has been misplaced. The 
service, whichis not profitable unless in- 
creased, remains atthe advertised figures, 
notwithstanding all kinds of appeals, and in 
the course of time he is frozen out. Then 
the ring man steps in with his bid a little 
higher, and in a short time the service is in- 
creased or expedited so that he can see his 
profits. But in most cases the lowest bidders 
onthe fancy“ routes are members of the 
ring firms, and the work is given to them. In 
some cases it seems plain that collusion with 

ersons in the department has shown these 

idders just how low to bid. In others it ap- 
pears that they bid very low upon the under- 
standing the pay would ebe raised. There 
was an investigation in 1876 of the notorious 
“straw bid system.” Some of the most 
effective features of that system 
have been in use ever since. The pe- 
culiarities of bidding and the methods by 
which the rings have controlled the routes 
are sO manv and so varied that they cannot 
be described here. They will be better 
understood in connection with the history of 
specified routes. The looseness of the law 
concerning the increase and expedition, and 
the reckless interpretation of it for the benefit 
of favorites, will also appear more clearly in 
the examples described. The service has 
been put by Brady upon routes through re- 
gions where the mails could not be carried at 
all, and favorites have been paid thousands 
of dollars for the work which could not be 
performed. Service has been increased or 
expedited upon the ostensible basis of a pe- 
tithon of recommendation, where such changes 
were not only unnecess my, but were also 
condemned in advance by postmasters. In 
short, the discretion givem by the law has 
been stretched to the utmost conceivable 
limits in order to put money In the pockets of 
the ring firms. Honest bidders, in some sec- 
tions of the country, long ago discovered 
that they could get no government 
work, except through some of 
these favored middie men who 
farmed the revenue,” as the Romans did of 
old in the provinces, and there was a color of 
law forall this. Few. if any, instances of in- 
crease or expedition can be found recorded 
in the department which are not supported by 
petitions and statements and within the dis- 
cretionary power of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster General. Mr. Brady is not a fool, 
and no one may expect to find in the records 
of hig office the account of any transaction 
which did not rest upon statements which 
seemed to deserve his attention. No one can 
tell, of course, how many interesting state- 
ments, remonstrances, etc., came to his hands 
und were not fitted with the records. It is 
pretty certain, however, that all the state- 
ments in support of his action may be found 
there. The several rings or ring firms were 
venerally in competition with each other, but 
the department’s favois were quite eyenly 
distributed among them. Each ring had its 
Washington agent, its Congressional influ- 
epee, and its persuasive representative near 
the“ BOSS.“ Without these a ring firm would 
have no stock in trade. Washington was the 
place where the official work was done, but 
the inside plans were laidin New York, 
where a house was hired and set apart for 
consultation and revelry.

fought in the struggle for independence. 
Thompson was avery brave but somewhat 
impetuous captain, and one fair day 
in Africa, smarting under the brilliant 
exploit of the Peruvian corvette Union, 
a wooden ship, which cleverly evaded the 
iron clads of Chili, he took the Huascar close 
intothe town and commenced shelling it, 
while at intervals his compliments were sent 
in the shape of heavy shot to the Peruvisn 
batteries on the hill, 500 feet above him. 
These guns were not long in replying, ande 
huge shell exploded over the Huascar just as 
‘Thompson, sword in hand, was pointing 
zun towards the town. The explosion of the 
Peruvian projectile was terrific. Thompson 
was blown into a thousand pieces, and his 
naked sword, broken off at the hilt, was im- 
bedded as carefully and perfectly into the 
deck as if it had been driveninto the plank 
by well-directed human force.

Progress of the De Lesseps Canal. 
Washington Special to Cincinnati Commercial 
Ex-Secretary Thompson has returned from 

New York. He reports that the «nnounce- 
ment of defalcation with the Canal Company’s 
funds was exaggerated. The amount taken 
was $8,000 instead of $30,000, and the min 
was captured and $7,500 of it recovered. He 
says that the complaints about poor provis- 
ions came from the French engineers, who 
could not put up with the native dict. 
Thompson says they are progressing faster 
than was expected with the preliminary work 
of clearing off trees and laying out the course 
of the canal. He expects to be able to have 
excavation started by midsummer. He is 
baving 700 portable houses constructed, to be 
taken down there and * up. They will also 
take a large stock of all kinds of tools, includ- 
ing heavy steam shovels for excavation. A 
narrow-gauge railroad will be run along the 
side of the canal to carry out earth from the 
excavations to where it is needed for grad— 
ing. He is going to try an experiment with 
American labor, and will test the adaptabili- 
ty of negroes to the climate by takine out a 
colony of some 500 blacks from the Gulf 
States. If those men do not stand it he may 
employ Cuban coolies.

Some Features of the Work Undertaken by 
the Humane Society. 


Ofticers of the Humane Society, recently or- 
ganized, say that the plans for prevention and 
punishment of cruelty to animals will be more 
ejaborate and comprehensive than any similar 
movement here in the past. A fund of several 
thousand dollars is being raised to be devoted 
to the prosecution of cases made under the law. 


It is the intention to appoint a competent agent 
who will devote all of his attention to the work 
of the society. He will especiallv exercise a 
surveillance over drivers of draft horses, visit- 
ing steep grades as occasion may seem to re- 
quire, and putting a check onthe practice of 
compelling teams to draw over-weight. An: 


other special object of attention will 
be the motive power of the 
street cars, especially during the morning 


and evening hours when travel is heavy. Sev- 
eralotthe companies have adopted the eus- 
tom of having extras at grades to — out the 
regular teams. Others have heretofore neg: 
Jected this, and will receive attention from the 
society’s agent. Another department ot work 
will be a patrolof the Sunday resorts with a 
view of putting a stop to the abuse of livery 
rigs by half drunken roughs. Scarely a Sun- 
day passes but that instances of cruelty in this 
directicn are seen and go unpunished. The 
officers of the organization say there is no 
doubt but that a sufficient fund will be raised. 
They are looking now for a suitable 
man to take hold Oi the work. 
It would be preferable, they think, 
to have an experienced member of the 
Police Department assigned to this dnty, still 
retaining connection with the force, but receiv- 
ing pay and instructions from the society.

A corres- 
pondent of the Chicago Tribune says: It is 
not simply an impoverished country, with 
great natural resources which have been ex- 
hausted, for no degree of agricultural and 
commercial distress is beyond the possibility 
of recuperation. This country is naturally 
poor. Volcanic fires have blasted its surface. 
Vast sections, hundreds of square leagues, are 
but extinct craters.’? A correspondent of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal is equally 
positive that Mexico is not poor and arid, but 
if inhabited by our race, in five years, with 
such a population and only of an equal num- 
ber with that which Mexico now has, the 
mineral and agricultural exports alone would 
nearly equal all the exports of any other 
country of the world.“ The proper thing for 
this country to do, it seems to us, would be to 
buy Mexico and present it to GRANT as a 
slight testimonial of regard. 


A SUIT has been brought by the Cincinnati 
Gaslight Company to restrain a citizen from 
using the electric light with whom a contract 
had been made that no other illuminating 
agent than gas should be used for a period of 
ten years. It has several hundred like con- 
tracts, one of which is with SHILLITO, the great 
dry goods man. It threatens to bring suit 
against all with Whom it has these ten-year 
contracts, and vet the President of the Gas- 
ligut Company says he does not fear competi- 
tion with the electric light. His suits are 
being brought as a matter of principle, of 
course. The fact is, the days of gas monop- 
oly arenumbered. The electric light is by 
no means what it should be, but it is on the 
way to perfection, and the next five years 
will see it in common use in lighting streets, 
hotels, large stores and manufacturing estab- 
lishments. By the time that the charter of 
the St. Louis Gas Company expires two- 
thirds of the private dwellings of St. Louis 
will be lighted by electricity.

ONE of the valuable postal routes estab- 
lished by the Star Route thieves was 
No, 29,053. It extended from Memphis to 
the metropolis of Wittsburg, Arkansas, and 
was served by steamboat. . Both points were 
reached bv railroad, but there were six 
intermediate posts which had claims on the 
Government for postal facilities. The total 
receipts from the six offices was 49) per year 
and the Government paid the contractor 
512, 133 per year for carrying the empty mail 
pouch up and down the river. This highly

A REPORT has been presented tothe New 
York Legislature in which it is set forth that 
oleomargarine is upon the whole rather bet- 
ter than real butter. It will keep for six 
months ora year and never has the rancid taste 


, that butter hasin warm weather. When 


cows eat grass mixed with garlic the oleo- 
margarine does not reflect the flavor. When 
properly made it sells in the East for 
about two cents more per pound than 
butter. Gen. LE FEVER says that he was on 
a Congressional Committee last winter that 
was called upon to decide between oleomar- 
yarine and cow butter. Thirteen gentlemen 
sat down to a dinner with a small patty of 
butter and one of oleomargarine at each plate. 
They all professed to be experts, but only 
five of them picked out the bogus butter. 
The fact that thirteen of them sat at the table 
may have accounted for the bad luck, but the 
truth is nearly all the hotels and restaurants 
in the East use oleomargarine, much tothe 
satisfaction of their patrons. There is noth- 
ing wrong about oleomargarine if it is cleanly 
and purely made, but it is an imposition for 
Crocers to sell it as butter. The public has a 
right to know what it is buying and eating, 
and the law in every State should compel 
manufacturers and dealers to attach the 
proper labels to their product. 


A FEW days ago LUDWIG VON BENEDEK, 
former Field Marshal ofthe Austrian army, 
died borne down by old age and regret. He 
had commanded a corps in Italv against the 
French and had achieved some honer at 
Solferino. In 1866. when Austria entered 
upon her unfortunate campaign against 
those modern Spartans, the Germans, BEN- 
EDEK Was placed in command of the whole 
army, Grand Dukes included. When the 
superannuated muzzle-loaders met the long- 
range breech-loading needle-guns at Sadowa 
and went down in humiliation, it became 
necessary to sacrifice somebody to save the 
incapable Grand Dukes, and old BENEDEK 
was promptly disgraced and sent into retire- 
ment. It is now said that the 
old gentleman was careful to leave a will in 
which he says that he was forced to take 


command of the army in 1866, though he | 
knew the wretched state of affairs, and that 
he afterward gave the Emperor’s brother, 
Archduke ALBRECHT, at present Com- 
mander of the Austrian army, a written 
present that he would carry the secret of the 
disorder to his grave. The ingratitude of the 
incompetent people whom he shielded is 
given as an excuse for telling the story in his 
will. The secret understanding with the 
Archduke is something new, but the fact 
that BENEDEK was made a scapegoat for the 
blundering nincompoops who brought on the 
war of 1866 and failed so miserably to carry 
it to a suecessful conclusion, is as well- 
known as that other fact that no nation ever 
received such a prompt, complete and satis- 
factory drubbing as was administered to the 
Austrians at Sadowa.

Ir is a singular case of short-sightedness 
that the State of Missouri does not take more 
interest in its militia organization. Outside 
of furnishing arms and exempting members 
of militia companies from jury duty, the 
State practically does nothing. Itis difficult 
to keep up military organizations in the rura 
districts, but in cities the material is always 
at band and the necessity always greatest. An 
efficient military force, as a support to the 
police, is one of the indispensable things in 
large communities. We have no standing 
army to protect property and preserve order, 
ready to be called on at a moment’s notice. 
Our little force of regulars is kept busy on the 
frontier, or is scattered over the entire land 
taking care of Government property at isola- 
ted points. Past experience has shown that 
outbreaks are liable to occur in cities any day 
too formidable for the police to repress. A 
few companies of uniformed and disciplined 
militia are worth, at such times, more than a 
legion of hurriedly armed, unskillful citizens. 
There is at least a sense of security when 
it is understood that a half hour’s 
notice will bring into the streets a force capa- 
ble of overawing the most formidable bands 
of taw-breakers. We have in St. Louis the 
National Guards and the Police Reserves, 
maintained in the face of the greatest indif- 
ference upon the part of our citizens. They 
receive practically no aid from the State or 
city. The State arms its Guards and the city 
gives the Police Reserves the use of its police 
stations for drill purposes. The suggestion 
that these organizations should be provided 
with suitable armories is a good one. So long 
as there is no apparent public appreciation or 
encouragement our young men can hardly be 
expected to manifest a patriotic fervor or 
sacrifice their time for the little fun that they 
get out of “soldiering.’’ If the city has no 
authority to expend money in improving the 
condition of its militia, perhaps a movement 
can be started among our citizens that will 
secure adequate quarters for our companies. 
A series of entertainments might produce 
sufficient funds and awaken an interest in 
our militia system. The business belongs 
strictly to the State, but we have nothing to 
expect from that source. 


WHILE St. Louis can boast of but few men 
who eonduct public benevolence on a 
large scale, such as COOPER, of New 
York, and SPRINGER, PROBASCO and 
West, of Cincinnati, she bas two 
citizens Whose unselfish devotion to the 
cause of edycation, cultivation and munici- 
pal progress entitle them to honors|without 
end.

DO WE GROW POORER ? 


to Expectations. - 


Comptroller Adreon’s Problem of 
Making Both Ends Meet. 


Figures Not At All in Harmony With 
Growth and Prosperity. 


Comptroller Adreon is deep in the problem 
of making both ends meet. It is an annually 
recurring job which deepens the lines in that 
young oOfficial’s face and keeps him awake o’ 
nights with thinking. As soon as Mr. Adreon 
knows what the assessment aggregates he can 
tell in two minutes what the revenue will be. 
Then comes the figuring. The interest on the 
municipal debt and the pay roll 
of the tax-eaters are deducted to 
start with. The larger the balance 
the less is the wear andtearon the Comp- 
troller’s mind to make it go round. He is of a 


sanguine temperament, is the Comptroller, 
and he is always hoping and counting on an 

INCREASE OF REVENUE. 
He knows that the city is growing and that ex 
penses and demands are keeping pace. Every 
year he waits anxiously till the assessors foot 
up the long columns of figures,and then eager- 
ly scans the totals. This is the season when 
the figures come to him, and when he nerves 
himself with a semi-heroic spirit for 
the just apportionment of the revenue. It has 
leaked out that Adreon is sorely disappointed, 
and everybody around the City Hall is talking 
about the prospective revenue. It is known 
that the amount doesn't begin to reach the 
Comptroller's expectations. Indeed, if the 
question was asked, ‘‘Is St. Louis growing 
poorer?’*’ and Mr. Adreon had to answer by a 
deduction drawn from the figures he would 
have to say yes. He contemplates 
an assessment on rcal estate for the year which 
is 

NEARLY TEN MILLIONS 

of dollars less than what was returned five 
years ago. The return ot assessment on per- 
sOnalty is $7,000,000 less thanit was five years 
ago. Does anybody wonder that Mr. Adreon’s 
browis clouded andthat he groansin spirit 
over such a showing asthis? Five years have 
shown wonderful developments in the increase 
of the expensive machinery of the city govern- 
ment, andthe revenue is cut short in almost 
like proportion. 

Of course the tax-eaters view the situation 
with philosophic composure. They know 
there is enough coming to pay the interest on 
the debt and their salaries. Those, however, 
who are concerned in improvement share in 
nome degree the Comptroller’s distress of 
mind. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
asked Mr. Adreon for some definite informa- 
tion regarding the unpleasant subject. 
The ComptroLer shook his head and 
said: ‘‘The figures are in my report which 
will be in print in afew days. Wait till then.’’ 

But everybody is talking about it. It is 
said the assessment is 

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS SHORT 
of expectation, and that the revenue will be 
correspondingly less?’’ 

The Comptroller looked confirmation of 
the C ane proposition but closed his lips 
timmly. 

‘*‘What is the reason of it?’’ persisted the re- 
porter. Surely St. Louis is prospering?’’ 

The Comptroller shrugged his shoulders with 
an air of disgust as he replied: ‘‘I can’t ex- 
plain it. My report simply embraces the fact. 
Don’t say anything about it until the report is 
out. Then Iwill give you the figures of this 
and past vears, andthe subject can be fully 
considered,’’ 

Very little more would Mr. Adreonsay. That 
the returns were disappointing he did not deny, 
and that he felt a policy ot retrenchment 
in allthe departments would be rendered im- 
perative, his words and manner showed. 

WHAT THE ASSESSOR SAID. 

From the Comptroller to the Assessor the 
reporter went tor further information, Mr. 
Powers was willing to talk and did not hesi- 
tate to say his department would make a 
showing not to be ashamed of. 

We shall return an increase over last 
year in both personalty and re- 
alty. he said. Just what the figures are 
we won’t know until the alterations recently 
completed by the Board of Equalization are 
made. In a couple of week, our reports will go 
to the Mayor, showing the exact assessment.’’ 

‘*Did the Board’s work change the aggregate 
much?’’ 

There was some increase in some and reduce - 
tions in other directions. I suppose the total 
will show a reduction from our first figures of 
$500 ,000§ or thereabouts.’’ 

Reterence being made to Comptroller 
Adreon’s disappointment with the anticipated 
revenue, Mr. Powers said he did not see how 
there could be any such sentiment respecting 
the assessment of realty and personalty. The 
increase which this year's returns would show 
over last was, he thought, evidence of satis- 
factory assessmentand all that could be ex- 
pected. 

THE FIGURES. 

It is a matter worthy of remark that Assessor 
Powers is one of the tew city officials whocon- 
siders it compatible with his official position to 
give reporters and the public the freest access 
to the records in his office. The 
Assessor himself was never known to 
refuse information, and his subordinates 
are actuated by a similar commendabie spirit. 
At the request of the reporter the books were 
produced showing the assessment tor the pre- 
sent and each of the past four years. Tue 
division is made between the old and extend- 
ed limits of the city for the better unier- 
standirg of the reader. The old limits com- 
prise the city lying between the river ang 
Grand avenue, the new idimitsjreferred to the 
strip of surburban territory added by the 
scheme and charter. A division is also 00 
sel ved between realty and personalty.

SOME DEDUCTIONS. 

It should be stated that the figures tor 1881 
are the aggregates before the Board of Equal- 
ization made the alterations. As corrected, 
they will be reduced about half a mililon dol- 
lars. It will be observed that the aggregate 
for 1881 shows an increase over 1880 and 1879, 
but fall considerably below the assessmoants of 
1878 and 1879. The legitimate deduction to be 
drawn would be thatthe taxable wealth of St. 
Louis is now millions of dollars less than it was 
four years ago. 

The showing is not one tobe proudof. There 
should be a marked increase in the taxable 
wealth returned, and the saving should be 
shown in the reduction of the tax rate or a 
large increase in the public revenue. As it is, 
the tax rate remains year after year at the high- 
est notch. The city is made to appear much 
poorer, and, instead of liberal appropriations 
for needed public improvements, the cry is 
Economy“ all the time. 

The late Board of Equalization increased the 
assessment on the banks about $400,000 and on 
street railroads about $50,000. Reductions 
were made on Carondelet and Twenty-eighth 
Ward property. The other changes were 
where isolated property holders demonstrated 
the justice of a decrease or corrected erron- 
COus assessments.

The Twenty Second Street Crossing Records 
Another Victim. 


The Twenty-second street crossing is a man- 
tiap. Five tracks of the Missouri Pacific and 
one of the Wabash run side by side as closely 
as they can be laid. Three of them have been 
Jowered three feet for the Jefferson avenue 


bridge. Three of them remain on the old 
grade. Twenty-second street has been par- 
tially cut down to contorm to the lower tracks. 
On the south side of the tracks there is a bar- 
rier across Twenty-second street leav- 
ing nerrow openings for pedestrians.

GAS SUPERINTENDENTS.

Annual Meeting of tte Western 
Gas Associaticn, 
ee eee f 


They Fear the Electric Light, but Will 
Fight and Hope for the Best. 


The fourth annual meeting of the Western 
Gas Association, which is composed of the 
Superintendents of the Gas Companies of the 
Western States, began this morning in the la- 
dies’ ordinary of the Laclede Hotel. The pres- 
ident of the association, Thomas Butterworth, 
of Rockford, III., called the Convention to or- 
der at half past l00’clock. There were then 
present twenty-five members, representing 
about twenty of the chief cities this side of 


Cleveland. 

Several gentlemen not members, but be- 
longing to the National Gas Association, were 
afterwards formally asked to participate in 
the proceedings of the Convention. After a 
Committee on Application for Membership 
had been appointed the President read an ad- 
dress of some fifteen minutes’ length, which 
proved quite interesting. He made various 
recommendations for the guidance of gas 
makers. He thought that gas superintendents 
or managers showd be men of the greatest 
practical experience and likewise possess in- 
tinite business tact. Many a company had 
rotten into difficulty from a lack of sense. He 
fnew of many cases where perverse muanage- 
ment had driven people toa large use of coal 
oil and diminished the revenues 
of the companies. Some managers 
thought that it was best to make street gas of 
as little service and power as possible. He 
recommended fair treatment of the public 
andthen there would beless public opposi- 
tion. He thought the consumption of gas 
would be increased 20 per cent within a short 
time {from its use in stoves for cooking. He 
knew little of the consumption of gas for mo- 
tive power, or what might be expected of itin 
future. At the conclusion of the reading of 
the address it was referred to a committe con- 
sisting of Messrs. Lansden, of St. Louis, 
Averill, of Cedar Rapids, and Somerville, of 
Indianapolis. 

The following gentlemen were then elected 
as new members and formally introduced: 
John M. Kennedy, Rockford, III.; C. E. Grey, 
St. Louis; W. B. Mills, „ III.; 
Frank Beck, Galveston, Texas; E. H. Bailey, 
Fort Worth, Texas; L. W. Coppinger, Alton; 
C. M. Keller, Columbus, Ind.; also A. T. 
Prentiss of Chicago. honorary member. 

Mr. Price of Cleveland, President of the Na- 
tional Gas Association, one of the visitors, 
was called upon for remarks. lle 
admitted that gas companies would 
lose something in the future by the 
electric light, but he thought they would make 
it up in other directions. He really feared 
coal oil as much as anything. Cleveland had 
her electric lights in number, but he was not 
alarmed. Gas companies were now to push 
their own interests, whereas always before 
they done nothing. 

Mr. Munzinger, of Philadelphia, made some 
remarks on the electric light. He had exam- 
ined into it extensively. He gave figures 
showing that so far the expense of manufactur- 
ing the Brush light was three times as great as 
that of gas, andten times as much capital 
had been necessary to establish the 
system anywhere. In places in New York where 
the electric light had been used clerks had 
already been forced to quit work from the dam- 
age cone their eyes by the intense light. The 
electric light had now been worked on for 
thirty years, but was still far from perfect. 

The several members of the National Gas 
Association who were present as visitors were 
then formally invited to participate in all the 
discussions of the Convention, and the morn- 
ing session adjourned. ;

CHANGE GOSSIP. 


Letters just received from Marshfield and 
Pierce City, Southwest Missouri, state that the 
wheatin that section is already beginning to 
head out. Agentleman from there says the 
prospects are fine fora crop that will be fully 
as early and equal to last year’s, both in quan- 
tity and quality, and last year’s wheat crop in 
that section could not be surpassed. 


The ‘‘bears’’ on wheat in this maket were 
almost panic-stricken by the editorial in the 
G.-D. of this morning, wherein war between 
France and Germany, latter assisted by Italy, 
was predicted, and higher prices for wheat to 
follow. They plucked up courage enough, 
however, to hammer the market some. One 
of the boys was mean enough to express it as 
his Opinion that the editor of the G.-D. either 
had a ‘‘call’’ on wheat or 500 bushels bought 
in the bucket-shop. 


The flour men are preparing foran immense 
time next Monday, when their annualexcursion 
comes off. Astickets have been sold, it is 
expectea that there will not be too big a 
crowd aboard the boat, but just crowa enough 
to make it pleasant. The boat will be deco- 
rated with evergreens, streamers and flowers in 
every part, the show of flowers to be especially 
handsome. The tickets are now out, and may 
be had by subscribers of Wm. Kant, 116 South 
Commereial, or on Change. Each ticket only 
admits one person. 

Capt. B. E. Linehan, of Dubuque, Ia., was 
on Change and gave some ‘‘pinters’’ on Oats 
that were encouraging tothe bulls. He says 
that the amount of oats heldin Iowa and river 
towns of Northern Illinois has been largely 
overestimated, the stocks at different points 
having been heavily reduced by shipments. 
At Galena, whereit was generally supposed 
there was about 200,000 bushels, he could not 

yet enough to load his last boats sent there for 
reight About all the oats inthe oat belt of 
lowa is being sentto Chicago, the higher prices 
at that place directing shipments from 
this market. ie Tw a known 
fact that St. Louis must pay 1@2c more than 
Chicago before Oats can be a@ttracted here from 
that section in Iowa where that cerealis prin- 
cipally raised, and for some time past Chicago 
has ruled higher than this market. The natu- 
ral consequence bas been that receipts at this 


point have fallen off to insignificant propor- 


tions, while increasing in Chicago, and if 
prices continuein favor of that market it is 
expected that very little oats will be received 
here. Capt. Linehan also states that this 
year’s oat crop of Iowa is full six weeks 
late, and no new oats may be expected 
here before the latter part of 
Avgust from that section. There is a wild 
and improbable report now circulating 
throughout Iowa that oats are ‘‘cornered’’ in 
Chicago and will be squeezed heavily in June 
and July. Armour, whois popularly supposed 
to be in every ‘‘corner’’ that comes off, is said 
to have gotout of pork in order to take a 
hand in this deal.

THE WHISKY RING GHOST. 


The Last Case Before the United States 
Court Disp osed of To-Day. 

Thel last of the whisky ring cases passed 
from the docket of the United States District 
Court this morning. George A. Klupp, at 
one time a clerk in the employ of Teuscher 
& Torlina, distillers, was found guilty 
under the conspiracy clause for 
defrauding the Uuited States of the 
tax on distilled spirits and was fined $5 and 
costs. It appears that , during the op- 
eration of the great whis ring, acted as 
clerk for Torlina & Teuscher, and hekepta 
rectifying establishment upon which his own 
name was inscribed, but which was in fact a 
house supported by Teuscher & 
Torlina Or the purpose of aid 
ing the frauds upon the revenue. 
This establishment was notseized at the time 
of the grand swoop, because the Government 
authorities were not aware of its existence; 
but Klupp himself subsequently became the 
informer, and in due course action was taken. 
In consideration of the services rendered ‘the 
Government, District Attorney Bliss did 
not press the charges to-day against 
Rlupp, and the Court, upon being informed 
of allthe circumstancesin the case, directed 
the jury to return a verdict of not guilty to the 
more serious charge of removing spirits, etc., 
which would have involved a prison sentence, 
This wipes off the record of the whisky ring 
cases docketed for final disposition.

COOLLY SMOKES A CIGAR. 


Kring Calmly Views the Lawyers Fighting 
the Battle for His Life. 

If any judicial proceedings ever resembled 1 
prize-fight for heavy stakes the sixth trial oa 
Charles F. Kring for the murder of Mrs Broen- 
ser, now ein progress in the Criminal Court 
certainly does. King has now been an ocen- 
pant of a jail cell for six years and a halt and 
during that time his case has gone through 
the Courts twice, while the noose has hung in 
his view once and a 25 years sojourn 
in the Missouri Penitentiary been assigned 
him, Both the sentence of death and of con- 
finement have been reversed by the higher 
courts and now he goesinto trial for his life 
again. The history of the case has filled col- 
umns of the newspapers, while to trace its 
progress since 1875 would fila volume. Judge 

@ughlin said that the case was in a rut and 
accorded the defendant a special judge to try 
it. Yesterday thefight was opened, when Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harris and Mr. Joy for the 
state, and Messrs. Seward, Hay and Jones for 
the defence, arrayed themselves before Judge 
Burckkartt- Six motions were made by Mr. 
Seward for the defence in the hope of setting 
aside Judge Luughlin's previous rulings, but 
the Court peremptorily overruled each and 
everyone of them as soon as they were sub- 
mitted. This morning when the Court 
met, Mr Seward asked that time be 
given the defence to prepare affidavits 
for a continuance of the case after some dilli 
gent inquiry as to the expectations of the at 
torneys to prove the good reason for a con- 
tinuance, a recess was taken until this after- 
noon to give time to draw up affidavits. So 
far, none of the real work of the trial has been 
begun, and the time has been taken up, by 
coneent, with the arguing of pre- 
liminary motions, which would otherwise 
be heard after the jury was 
selected. King has been in court at each ses- 
sion and though heis now considerable of a 
lawyer himself he sat quietly near his attor- 
neys but offered no suggestions. At this trial 
Ring in the eyes of the audience comes up in 
the character of gentleman defendant to the 
charge of murder. He is dressed in a suit of 
broadcloth while his boots are always polished 
and his hair neatly combed. While en his way 
to the court room and in the 
dock he is usually smoking, holding 
his cigar lightly between his finger and thumb, 
and takinfi an occasional whiff with as much 
gusto as a gentleman in his parlor. Mr. Harris 
is anxiousto launch into the trial, as he is 
now fully prepared.
